Colon. May It.—The municipal eoam- 


cil of Paaama in extraordinary session 
held May 24 unanimously adopted the 
following declaration: 


"Considering that the government of 


the United States, interpreting article 
seven of the canal'treaty and article 
136 of the constitution of the Repmblic 
of Panama, has determined to inter- 
vene in this country to maintain there- 
in peace and constitutional order; that 
the right of suffrage is the fundamental 
basis of the republic and the only con- 
stitutional means of proving the suc- 
cession of public sower; that for the 
legitimate succession of this national 
power it la absolutely necessary that 
popular elections be verified as to their 
legality, purity and honesty, in order 
that no eltizen may be deprived of the 
right of franchise, and that citizenship 
be not conferred upon those cot pos- 
sessing that right; that acts of vio- 
lence and fraud already executed by 
agents of the government in imprison- 
ing members of the electional corpor- 
ation and innocent citizens, increasing 
the number of police, sending out de- 
tachments armed with rifles to intimi- 
date citizens, destroying voters' lists 
in districts In which the opposition 
possesses a majority, and falsifying 
others, evidently demonstrates that the 
next elections will be conducted In 
the most daringly illegal manner, and 
that the government of the United 
States cannot intend supporting these 
acts, shameful to the power executing 
them, and that intervention has for its 
object the establishmentof leyal, civil- 
ized order, and not an oppressive re-

HAT is that in the egg 
which enables it to develop 
all the qualities of the 
bird? Something niust^ be 
there, and we uaay even 
.assume that all the sep- 


arate qualities displayed by the bird 
have their representatives in the egg. 


Now, if it were only possible to net 


at these representative particles within 
the egg. Avhat changes might not be ef- 
fected in the development of the bird? 
To take a very simple example, the 
peacock has a white variety, lac-king \ 
the bright colors of the feathers. If 
in the egg of the ordinary peacock we 
could seize upon the representative par- 
ticles of the color and impede- their de- 
velopment, perhaps we would succeed 
in reproducing the white variety at 
once and quite artificially. 


Obviously this is the heart of the 


matter, for if once the principle should 
be discovered to dislocate such a repre- 
sentative we might apply it to numer- 
ous other instances. A white peacock 
would be no novelty and no gain, but 
we would be able to make white varie- 
ties of other birds and other animals, 
and perhaps even of the bright colored 
flowers, which until now have resisted 
all endeavors of breeders in this Hue 
of work. 


Methods of attacking this problem 


are not at all failing. We might try 
to kill some of the representative parti- 
cles in the egg, or to stun them, or to 
injure them in ever so slight a meas- 
ure, so as only to retard their develop- 
ment. 


The process of the evolution of .ani- 


mals and plants must be attacked by 
direct 
experiment. This 
evolution.' 


however, has a long history, covering 
many millions of years. Its historical 
part, of course, is not accessible to ex- 
perimental work. Prom its innermost 
nature it must be studied according to 
historical and comparative methods. 
In laboratory work we may simply 
pass it by. 


After eliminating this great mass of 


detail concerning the pedigree of the 
animal and vegetable kingdom two 
points remain, which present them- 
selves for experimental study. These 
are the beginning and the end. Ob- 
viously the real end is not yet reached. 
Evolution is going steadily on even 
now. In the same way we may as- 
sume that the beginning is not yet 
finished. The laws that ruled the 
material world some twenty or thirty 
millions of years ago must have been 


by an ample critical survey of the his- 
torical evidence, that sudden sports are 
the prevailing "rule and probably evea 
the exclusive manner of originating 
new varieties. 


Such considerations have led to the 


conviction that what occurs in horticul- 
ture must also occur in the experi- 
mental garden. If the conditions are 
the same, why should not the phenom- 
ena be the same, too? If mutations 
are rare in horticulture, the experi- 
menter has only to arrange his work 
so as to be able to detect rare occur- 
rences in his cultures, too. In doing 
this I have suceeded in observing mu- 
tations quite analagous to the horti- 
cultural instances and collecting all the 
evidence concerning their ancestry and 
their descendants, as well as concern- 
ing the mode of their appearance. 


Moreover, I hare had the good for- 


tune of discovering a wild plant which 
is even yet in a condition of mutability. 
Yearly "it is observed to produce new 
species. It is the large flowering even- 
ing primsose. which bears the name of 
Lamarck, the founder of the theory 
of evolution. 
It clearly shows how 


new species arise from an old stock 
not by continuous and slow changes 
but suddenly. The stock itself is not 
altered by the process nor even notice- 
ably diminished. 
The new species 


which it produces arise on all sides. 
Some of them are in a higher, others 
in a lesser degree, fit for their life con- 
ditions; some persist during years, 
while others disappear nearly as soon 
as they arise. 
This instance of experimental muta- 


tion is found largely to agree with the 
experience of breeders, especially in 
horticulture, and likewise with the 
conclusions that have been drawn from 
comparative studies. The assumption 
that those species and genera -which 
now consist of large groups of closely 
allied forms have originated in the 
same way seems quite undeniable: and 
as soon as the Talidlty of this general-

In every case that has so 
far come under my observation this has 
proved to be a difficult and laborious 
process, drawing upon wrong sources. 
calling wrong muscles into play, and

come. I have made some experiments 
in 
.•- purely non-professional 
way 


through interest in the subject —for 
stammering is out of my province— 
and I find that even a little instruc- 
tion in correct respiration methods is

ties." which, is one of the gems of thq 
National Library of France, at Paris; 
lias been brought to light by King Ed-; 
ward's new librarian, the Hon. John' 
Fortescue- The work in question be- 
longed to the Duke de Berry, brother, 
of King Charles V. of France, and 
afterwards passed Into the hands ofl 
Jacques D'Armagnac. who was behead- 
ed by King Louis XI. The ten pagesj 
have been^missing ever since the book 
has been In the National Library of. 
France—that Is to say. for hundreds 
of vears. How they found their way. 
into the royal library at Windsor Cas- 
tle, -where they have been for consid- 
erably more than

HAT Is that in the eirg 
which enables it to develop 
all 
the 
qualities 
of 
the 
bird? 
Something must be 
there, and we may e'ven 
,assume that all the sep- 
ai'ate qualiUcs displayed'by the bird 
have their representatives in the egg. 


Kow, if It wore only possible to get 
at these represeulatlvc particles within 
the egg. what changes might not bo ef- 
fected in the development of the bird? 
To take a very simple example, the 
peacock has a Svhite variety, lacking 
the bright colors of the feathers. If 
in the egg of the ordinary peacock we 
could seize upon the representative par- 
ticles of the color and impede their de- 
velopment, perhaps we would succeed 
in reproducing the white variety at 
once and quite artificially. 


Obviously this Is the heart of the 
matter, for if once the principle should 
be discovered to dislocate such a repre- 
sentative we might apply It to numer- 
ous other Instances. 
A white peacock 
would be no novelty and no gain, but 
wo Avould be able to make Avhite varie- 
ties of other birds and other animals, 
and perhaps even of the bright colored 
flowers, which until now have resisted 
all endeavors of breeders in this line 
of Avork. 


Methods of attacking this problem 
are not at all failing. 
We might try 
to kill some of the representative parti- 
cles in the egg, or to stun them, or to 
injure them in ever so slight a meas- 
ure, so as only to retard their develop- 
ment. 


The process of the evolution of ,ani- 
mals and plants must be attacked by 
direct 
experiment. 
This 
evolution, 
however, has a long history, covering 
many millions of years. 
Its historical 
part, of course, is not accessible to ex- 
perimental work. 
From its Inn'^rmost 
nature it must be studied according to 
historical and comparative 
methods. 
In laboratory work we may simply 
pass it by. 


After eliminating this great mass of 
detail concerning the pedigree of the 
animal and 
vegetable kingdom 
two 
points remain, which present them- 
selves for experimental study. 
These 
are the beginning and the end. 
Ob- 
viously the real end is not yet reached. 
Evolution is going steadily on even 
now. 
In the same way we may as- 
sume that the beginning is not yet 
finished. 
The laws that ruled 
the 
material world some twenty or thirty 
millions of years ago must have been 
the same that are still ruling it iu 
our days. 
Circumstances may have 
changed, but it is not very probable 
{hat those which permitted life at the 
beginning and those which have made 
It possible during the long geological 
ages should have been widely differ- 
ent. 
On the contrary. It seems only 
natural to assume that new life may 
nowadays originate as well as in for- 
mer times. 
It is only a question of 
where vro arc to look for It. 


On this very diihcult point I like to 
bo guided by the genial conceptions of 
Brooks. 
In his "Foundations of Zool- 
ogy" he depicts the primeval seas and 
their living, population. 
All life must 
have? been limited at those early periods 
to the high sea; all oi'ganisms were 
fioating amid the waves, going only tg 
ft depth of some few metres. Here the 
main lines of the animal and vegetable 
pedigree must have been produced, 
starting the great divisions of both 
kingdoms. 
The only exceptions are 
offered by ihe flowering plants and the 
vertebrate animals, which seem to have 
originated on the shores or perhaps on 
me land itself. As long as all life was 
in tills floating condition evolution pro- 
reeded rapidly 
and 
broadened 
out. 
Then came a period, when, as Brooks 
says, the organic world made the dis- 
covery of the possibility of living on 
the bottom of the sea, feeding on the 
sinking remains of the fioating world. 
This great change was the starting 
point for numerous adaptations and 
for the evolution of a richness of forms 
and structures, but M'ithout the pre- 
vious progress in the production of 
many really new divisions. 


Tiie experience of agriculturists and 
horticuUurists has long since estab- 
lished the fact that new forms of ani 
mals and plants from time to time 
arise. 
How they originate is another 
question, which it is not the task of 
practice, but of 
science, to 
answer. 
The fact, however, is undeniable, and 
all 
observations 
point 
to 
sudden 
changes or so-called sports as tlie first 
beginning. 
Especially in the dominion 
of horticulture Korshinslcy has shown, 


by an ample critical survey of the his- 
torical evidence, that sudden sports are 
the prevailing'rule and probably even 
the exclusive manner of original lug 
now varieties. 


Such considerations have led to the 
conviction that "what occurs in horticul- 
ture must also occur in the experi- 
mental garden. 
If the conditions are 
the same, why should not the phenom- 
ena bo the same, too? 
If mutations 
are rare In horticulture, the experi- 
menter has only to arrange his work 
so as to be able to detect rare occur- 
rences in his cultures, too. 
In doing 
this I have suceeded in observing mu- 
tations quite analagous to the horti- 
cultural instances and collecting all the 
evidence concerning theh* ancestry and 
their descendants, as well as concern- 
ing the mode of their appearance. 


Moreover, I have had the good for- 
tune of discovering a wild plant which 
is even yet in a condition of mutability. 
Yearly it is observed to produce new 
species. It is the large flowering even- 
ing prlmsose, which bears the name of 
Lamarck, the founder of the theory 
of evolution. 
It clearly shows how 
new species arise from an old stock 
not by continuous and slow changes 
but suddenly. 
The stock Itself is not 
altered by the pi'ocess nor even notice- 
ably diminished. 
The new 
species 
which it produces arise on all sides. 
Some of them are in a higher, others 
in a lesser degree, fit for their life con- 
ditions; some persist 
during 
years, 
while others disappear nearl^^ as soon 
as they arise. 


This instance of experimental muta- 
tion is found largely to agree with the 
experience of breeders, especially in 
horticulture, 
and likewise with 
the 
conclusions that have been drawn from 
comparative studies. The assumption 
that those species and genera which 
now consist of large groups of closely 
allied forms have originated In the 
same way seems quite undeniable; and 
as soon as the validity of this general- 
ization is granted for these cases it 
will have to be considered of general, if 
not universal, bearing. 


Two main lines have to be distin- 
guished: i o study the phenomenon it 
self and that of its causes. Mutations, 
of course, cannot be assumed to be a 
special feature of the evening prim 
roses. They must occur elsewhere, too, 
and these must be sought. 
One ot 
two novelties among thousands of in 
dividuals of the common type are noC 
easily found, especially Avhere the difJ 
ferences are slight and now and there 
by apt to bo overlooked. 
No differ 
oiitiating 
remarks, 
however 
slight, 
should be considered as insignificant. 
All aberrant 
individuals 
should 
bei 
planted separately and protected with 
all the care required to insure the full- 
est development. 
Many of them after- 
ward prove to be only fluctuating vari- 
ants or to have deceived the experl- 
nienter. 
They are simply discarded. 
It is quite sufi^cient if some remain 
and prove to be mutants. 
As soon as 
in this manner a mutable strain will po 
discovered, the greater part of 
tho 
other species may be excluded, 
al- 
though the search for new mutable 
species should never be Avholly neg- 
lected. 
Each year some new forms 
should be taken into culture, in order 
to have sufficient chances of 
gradJ 
ually increasing the evidence concern- 
ing the occurrence of mutability in na- 
ture. 


The chief objects of this inquii-y, 
however, must be study of the mutable 
strain itself. 
Some of its seeds yield 
new species*, while others are more con- 
servative. Thence the question. Which 
seeds mutate and by w h i c h causes aro 
they elected to do so? The location of 
the-' mutating seeds within the fruit, 
the position of the preferred fruits on 
the spiltos, tlie influence of tho indi- 
vidual strength of the sundry branches 
and many other points have to be in 
vestigate'd. 
Further, 
it is 
probable 
that the degree of mutability, or. in 
other words, the yield of 
mutating 
seed^, is more or less dependent on the 
outer'iife conditions. Thence the neces 
sity of studying the influence of cul- 
ture in general, of light and h;at, of 
soil and water, and last, but not least, 
of manure. 
Extreme combinations of 
these factors should be tried to .seo 
whether perhaps they may give ex- 
treme results. 


Underlying all and dii;ecting all tha 
eiiorts should be the hope of obtaining 
such a knowledge of the phenomenon 
as would enable us to take the whole 
guidance of it into our own hands.- 
Sclentific American.

A woman' elocution teacher In this 
city has developed an Intarestlng the- 
ory concerning the more or less com- 
mon afliiction of stammering. 
This,

other causes to which 'i)bysiclan8 and 
speclallRts msually attribvte it, but slm^ 
ply and entirely to incorrect breathing. 
"In the coursc of my professional 
ngagemonts," she says, "I have come 
into contact with a large number of 
persons afllicted either slightly or to a 
distressing degree w i t h stammering. 
I 
began by dint of questions and exam- 
ination to discover their methods of 
reKpirat4on. 
In every case that has so 
far come under my observation this has 
proved to be a difficult and laborious 
process, dra^^'^ng upon wrong sources, 
calling wrong muscles into play, and 
actually 
choking 
up 
the 
avenues 
through which the natural voice should 
come. I have made some experiments 
in 
purely 
non-professional 
way 
tlirough interest in the subject —for 
stammering is out of my province— 
and I find that even a little instruc- 
tion in correct respiration methods is 
beneficial and has imrusdiato effect for 
good upon the subject. 


•'Another ithingl 
Have 
you 
ever 
noticed how commonly the stammerer 
is afllicted with deafness? 
It is al- 
most rare to find a subject who does 
not labor under this second malady 
as well. In fact, every stammerer may 
consider himself, unless cured within 
a reasonable time, as a sure victim of 
the dreaded deafness. He uses the vo- 
cal apparatus incorrcctly, and loss of 
hearing is the almost inevitable pen- 
alty.

The work in question be- 
longed to the Duke de Berry, brothen 
of King Charles V. of France, and 
afterwards passed into the hands oil 
Jacques D'Armagnac, who was behead- 
ed by King Louis XI. 
The ton page^ 
have been missmg ever since the book 
has been in the National Library ot 
France-that is to say, for hundreds 
of years. 
How they found their waji 
Into the royal library at Windsor Cas- 
tle, where they have been for consid- 
erably more than a century, nobody 
seems to know. 
King Edward, 
on 
'learning of their discovery, immediate- 
ly took steps to present them to the 
National Library of France, and they 
have now been restored to the precious 
volume from which they were cut hun- 
dreds of years: ago. 
Many duplicates 
of valuable etchings and engravings 
are also being found in the Windsor 
library by John Fortescue. and these, 
by King Edward's direction, are being 
sold In London, the large sums of 
money thus obtained being devoted. It 
is said, to the acquisition of new treas- 
ures for the library at Windsor Castle.

Orljcin ot Thernaal Sprinjc»» 


Before the French Academy of Med- 
icine there has been laid a theory of 
the world's hot springs, which, besides 
being novel, is considered by French 
scientific men to be probably true. The 
accepted theory up to the present has 
been that these springs come from rain 
water that has been infiltrated to gi^eat 
depths, acquiring mineral properties by 
contact with the rock strata through 
•which it has passed. 
Professor Ar- 
mand Gautier declares that the water 
is nothing less than the distilled es- 
sence of the rocks themselves. 
To 
test his theory by practice, he subject- 
ed rock to the process of destructive 
distillation, obtaining from 1000 cubic 
yards of granite the almost incredible 
yield of 23,000,000 to 20,000,000 cubic 
yards of Avater. 
He thence concludes 
that the central heat of the 
earth, 
•which is about equal to 8000 atmos- 
pheres. literally distills the rocks com- 
ing within its terrific power, and that 
the water rising to the surface acquires 
its bl-carbonates, its marine soda, and 
its sulphurates from the strata through 
which it scalds its way. 


The automatic gas klndler and ex- 
tinguished of Herr Raupp. of Mayence, 
is based upon the sluguhu- effect of 
light In increasing the electric conduc- 
tivity of selenium. With tho coming of 
daylight, (the selenium 
permits 
the 
ready passage of an electric current 
and this causes the shutting off of the 
gas, which 
the apparatus 
turns 
on, 
again and ignites as darkness comes 
again. 
The selenium, of 
course, 
is 
shielded from the light of the burning 
gas. 


The powers of tho stomach 
have 
been gauged hitherto by means of a 
test breakfast aná the subsequent use 
of tho stomach pump, or less directly 
by chemical test of tho urilic. 
A new 
method is being tried in Europe 
by 
Df. Schwartz. He administers a large 
pill of a third or a half ounce of sub- 
mtrate of bismuth enclosed lu a coat- 
ing of connective tissue from tho sheep 
or ox, and when examination is then 
made with X-rays, this subsequent aa 
made 
with 
X-rays, 
this 
substance 
shows as a dark shadow. 
At first it 
appears as a deep black spot. 
As di- 
gestion progresses, however, it 
dis- 
seminates through the stomach, and in 
health gives a faint shadow of the en- 
tire organ in about seven hours. 
In 
such disorders as deficiency of acid, 
pyloric disease and cáncer, the black 
spot persists nine, eleven or even twen- 
ty hours, Avhilc in hyperacidity 
the 
too rapid digestion may cause the spot 
to disappear iu two to five hours. 


A toxine of the blood of eels and al- 
lied species, preventing coagulation of 
poisoned blood, was discovered by M. 
Mosso as long ago £is 1SS9. The toxine 
I has not yet been isolated, but late in- 
vestigators have found that the 
eel 
serum retains its toxic power for 
a 
considerable time In the dark, but that 
the degree of toxicity varies with the 
individual' eel and with the season. 
Like «nakc venom, the toxine appears 
to be active only when entering the 
blood, being harmless when swallowed. 
An anti-toxine can be produced in the 
blood serum of 
susceptible 
animals, 
and this lenders rabbits and goats Im- 
mune against great doses, though lit- 
tle effect is produced on guine pigs. 


Experiments made Ly G. F. Becker 
and A. L. Day on the linear force ex- 
erted by growing crystals have brought 
out interesting facts. They found that 
crystals of alum are able to form In a 
saturated solution, in opposition to tho 
pressure of a heavy weight, 
whicn 
they must lift 
This linear force of 
growing crystals is of geologic impor- 
tance, for it has been found that py- 
rltic crystals formed in slate rock are 
able to drive apart the laminae of tho 
rock without any perceptible deforma- 
tion of the crystals.

FORESTS ON RESERVES. 


Hoir tho GoTerninont is Kestorliig De- 
nuded Momitriln» and "Wwstei. 


tl'ho area now under forest in the 
West is less by millions of acres than 
the area suitable for forest growth. 
In the first place, fire has destroyed 
an enormous quantity of forest, denud- 
ing mountain slopes so completely that 
forest renewal by natural means has 
been 
rendered 
impossible 
for 
ages. 
Again, vast areas, scores' of millions 
of acres, like the chaparrel laud>s of 
Southern California, which once bore 
forest gi'owth but long since lost it, 
must remain indefinitely unproductive 
Avastes unless brought again, by plant- 
ing, under forest. 
Moreover, the de- 
mand for timber, even, the local de- 
mand, cannot long be supplied from 
the reserves unless they are developed 
to 
the highest productive, capacity, 
and, for this, forest replacement and 
extension, quite aa much as conserva- 
tive logging, are essential. 
L'inally, 
the indirect use of the reserves is not 
loss impressive. 
The vital importance 
of water for irrigation would, iu the 
case of several of them, alone, eufiice 
to render forest blunting on 
water- 
sheds imperative. 
In Southern Cali- 
fornia forest extension on the mounti* 
ains is strongly favored by public sen- 
timent, at almost any expense, 
be- 
I cause it is water, hot tho supply of 
fertile soil, which limits agriculture, so 
that land worth fl^'^OOO an acre with 
water could hardly 
be given 
away 
without it—United States Agricultural 
Bulletin,

1IAT is that in the ejrg 
which enables it to develop 
all the qualities of the 
bird? 
Something must be 
there, and we may oven 
.assume that all the sep­ 
arate qualities displayed’by the bird 
have their representatives in the egg. 


Now, if it were only possible to get 
at these representative particles within 
the egg, what changes might not be ef­ 
fected in the development of the bird? 
To take a very simple example, the 
peacock has a \vhitc variety, lacking 
the bright colors of the feathers. If 
in the egg of the ordinary peacock we 
could seize upon the representative par­ 
ticles of the color and impede their de­ 
velopment, perhaps we would succeed 
in reproducing the white variety at 
once and quite artificially. 


Obviously this is the heart of the 
matter, for if once the principle should 
be discovered to dislocate such a repre­ 
sentative wc might apply it to numer­ 
ous other instances. A white peacock 
would be no novelty and no gain, but 
we would be able to make white varie­ 
ties of other birds and other animals, 
and perhaps even of the bright colored 
flowers, which until now have resisted 
all endeavors of breeders in this line 
of work. 


Methods of attacking this problem 
are not at all failing. 
We might try 
to kill some of the representative parti­ 
cles in the egg, or to stun them, or to 
injure them in ever so slight a meas­ 
ure, so as only to retard their develop­ 
ment. 


The process of the evolution of «ani­ 
mals and plants must be attacked by 
direct 
experiment. 
This 
evolution, 
however, has a long history, covering 
many millions of years. Its historical 
part, of course, is not accessible to ex­ 
perimental work. From its innermost 
nature it must be studied according to 
historical and comparative methods. 
In laboratory work we may simply 
pass it by. 


After eliminating this great mass of 
detail concerning the pedigree of the 
animal and vegetable kingdom two 
points remain, which present them­ 
selves for experimental study. 
These 
are the beginning and the end. 
Ob­ 
viously the real end is not yet reached. 
Evolution is going steadily on even 
now. 
In the same way we may as­ 
sume that the beginning is not yet 
finished. 
The laws that ruled the 
material world some twenty or thirty 
millions of years ago must have been 
the same that are still ruling it in 
our days. 
Circumstances may have 
changed, but it is not very probable 
that those which permitted life at the 
beginning and those which have made 
it possible during the long geological 
ages should have been widely differ­ 
ent. 
On the contrary, it seems only 
natural to assume that new life may 
nowadays originate as well as in for­ 
mer times. 
It is only a question of 
where we are to look for it. 


On this very difficult point I like to 
bo guided by the genial conceptions of 
Brooks. In his “Foundations of Zool­ 
ogy” he depicts the primeval seas and 
their living-population. 
All life must 
have* been limited at those early periods 
to the high sea; all organisms were 
floating amid the waves, going only t<? 
a depth of some few metres. Here the 
main lines of the animal and vegetable 
pedigree must have been produced, 
starting the great divisions of both 
kingdoms. 
The only exceptions are 
offered by the flowering plants and the 
vertebrate animals, which seem to have 
originated on the shores or perhaps on 
me land itself. As long as all life was 
in this floating condition evolution pro­ 
ceeded rapidly and broadened out. 
Then came a period, when, as Brooks 
says, the organic world made the dis­ 
covery of the possibility of living on 
the bottom of the sea, feeding on the 
sinking remains of the floating world. 
This great change was the starting 
point for numerous adaptations and 
for the evolution of a richness of forms 
and structures, but without the pre­ 
vious progress in the production of 
many really new divisions. 


The experience of agriculturists and 
horticulturists has long since estab­ 
lished the fact that new forms of ani­ 
mals and plants from time to time 
arise. 
IIow they originate is another 
question, which it is not the task of 
practice, but of science, to answer. 
The fact, however, is undeniable, and 
all 
observations 
point 
to 
sudden 
changes or so-called sports as the first 
beginning. Especially in the dominion 


by an ample critical survey of the his 
torical evidence, that sudden sports are 
the prevailing'rule and probably even 
the exclusive manner of original ing 
new varieties. 


Such considerations have led to the 
conviction that what occurs in horticul­ 
ture must also occur in the experi­ 
mental garden. 
If the conditions are 
the same, why should not the phenom­ 
ena be the same, too? 
If mutations 
are rare in horticulture, the experi­ 
menter has only to arrange his work 
so as to be able to detect rare occur­ 
rences in his cultures, too. 
In doing 
this I have suceeded in observing mu­ 
tations quite analagous to the horti­ 
cultural instances and collecting all the 
evidence concerning their ancestry and 
their descendants, as well as concern­ 
ing the mode of their appearance. 


Moreover, I have had the good for­ 
tune of discovering a wild plant which 
is even yet in a condition of mutability. 
Yearly it Is observed to produce new 
species. It is the large flowering even* 
ing primsose, which bears the name of 
Lamarck, the founder of the theory 
of evolution, 
It clearly shows how 
new species arise from an old stock 
not by continuous and slow changes 
but suddenly. The stock itself is not 
altered by the process nor even notice­ 
ably diminished. 
The new species 
which it produces arise on all sides. 
Some of them are in a higher, others 
in a lesser degree, fit for their life con­ 
ditions; some persist during years, 
while others disappear nearly as soon 
as they arise. 


This instance of experimental muta­ 
tion is found largely to agree with the 
experience of breeders, especially in 
horticulture, and likewise with the 
conclusions that have been drawn from 
comparative studies. The assumption 
that those species and genera which 
now consist of large groups of closely 
allied forms have originated in the 
same way seems quite undeniable; and 
as soon as the validity of this general­ 
ization is granted for these cases it 
will have to be considered of general, if 
not universal, bearing. 


Two main lines have to be distin­ 
guished: jio study the phenomenon it­ 
self and that of its causes. Mutations, 
of course, cannot be assumed to be a 
special feature of the evening prim­ 
roses. They must occur elsewhere, too, 
and these must be sought. 
One of 
two novelties among thousands of in­ 
dividuals of the common type are nod 
easily found, especially where the difJ 
ferences are slight and new and there­ 
by apt to be overlooked. 
No differ­ 
entiating remarks, 
however 
slight, 
should be considered as insignificant. 
All aberrant individuals should be* 
planted separately and protected with 
all the care required to insure the full­ 
est development. Many of them after­ 
ward prove to be only fluctuating vari­ 
ants or to have deceived the experi­ 
menter. 
They are simply discarded. 
It is quite sufficient if some remain 
and prove to be mutants. As soon as 
in this manner a mutable strain will pe 
discovered, the greater part of the 
other species may be excluded, al­ 
though the search for new mutable 
species should never be wholly neg­ 
lected. 
Each year some new forms 
should be taken into culture, in order 
to have sufficient chances of gradJ 
ually increasing the evidence concern­ 
ing the occurrence of mutability in na­ 
ture. 


The chief objects of this inquiry, 
however, must be study of the mutable 
strain itself. 
Some of its seeds yield 
now species, while others are more con­ 
servative. Thence the question, Which 
seeds mutate and by which causes are 
they elected to do so? The location of 
the' mutating seeds within the fruit, 
the position of the preferred fruits on 
the spikes, the influence of the indi­ 
vidual strength of the sundry branches' 
and many other points have to be in­ 
vestigated. 
Further, it is probable 
that the degree of mutability, or, in 
other words, the yield of mutating 
seed,s, is more or less dependent on the 
outer life conditions. Thence the neces­ 
sity of studying the influence of cul­ 
ture in general, of light and h^at, of 
soil and water, and last, but not least, 
of manure. Extreme combinations of 
these factors should be tried to .see 
whether perhaps they may give ex­ 
treme results. 


Underlying all and directing all tha 
efforts should be the hope of obtaining 
such a knowledge of the phenomenon 
as would enable us to take the whole 
guidance of it into our own hands.—

DEAFNESS IN STAMMERERS«

A woman' elocution teacher In this 
city has developed an interesting the­ 
ory concerning the more or less com­ 
mon affliction of stammering» 
This, 
she claims is due, not to the enlarged 
palate, defect in certain muscles and 
other causes to which physicians and 
specialists msually attribute it, but sim* 
ply and entirely to incorrect breathing. 


“In the course of my professional 
engagements,” she says, “I have come 
into contact with a large number of 
persons afflicted either slightly or to a 
distressing degree with stammering. I 
began by dint of questions and exam­ 
ination to discover their methods of 
respiration. In every case that has so 
far come under my observation this has 
proved to be a difficult and laborious 
process, drawing upon wrong sources, 
calling wrong muscles into play, and 
actually choking 
up 
the avenues 
through which the natural voice should 
come. I have made some experiments 
In 
«v 
purely 
non-professional 
way 
through interest in the subject —for 
stammering is out of my province— 
and I find that even a little instruc­ 
tion in correct respiration methods is 
beneficial and has immediate effect for 
good upon the subject. 


“Another «thing! 
Have you ever 
noticed how commonly the stammerer 
is afflicted with deafness? 
It is al­ 
most rare to find a subject who does 
not labor under this second malady 
as well. In fact, every stammerer may 
consider himself, unless cured within 
a reasonable time, as a sure victim of 
the dreaded deafness. He uses the vo­ 
cal apparatus incorrectly, and loss of 
hearing is the almost inevitable pen­ 
alty. 


“Most of the subjects examined in 
my experiments were men, for the’ 
simple reason, I suppose, that men1 
stammerers are to the women afflicted 
in this way In the proportion of fifty to 
one, if not more. Women do, of course, 
stammer, but few and usually in less 
serious cases than those of the men.’* 
—New York Press. 


Windsor Castle Repaired. 


King Edward is having the royal li­ 
brary at Windsor Castle subjected to a! 
most thorough overhauling, the first 
one of the kind in ages, and all sorts 
of treasures are being brought to light. 
Thus the ton missing pages of the cele* 
brated French translation of Flaviu^ 
Josephus’ “History of Jewish Antiqui­ 
ties,” which is one of the gems of the* 
National Library of France, at Parish 
has been brought to light by King Ed-j 
ward’s new librarian, the Hon. John 
Fortescue. The work in question be­ 
longed to the Duke de Berry, brother! 
of King Charles V. of France, and 
afterwards passed into the bauds oil 
Jacques D’Armagnac, who was behead­ 
ed by King Louis XI. The ten pages! 
have been missing ever since the book 
has been in the National Library oi 
France—that is to say, for hundreds 
of years. How they found their ways 
into the royal library at Windsor Cas­ 
tle, where they have been for consid­ 
erably more than a century, nobody 
seems to know. 
King Edward, on 
•learning of their discovery, immediate­ 
ly took steps to present them to the 
National Library of France, and they 
have now been restored to the precious 
volume from which they were cut hun­ 
dreds of years ago. 
Many duplicates 
of valuable etchings and engravings 
are also being found in the Windsor 
library by John Fortescue, and these, 
by King Edward’s direction, are being 
sold in London, the large sums of 
money thus obtained being devoted, it 
is said, to the acquisition of new treas­ 
ures for the library at Windsor Castle. 
—Marquise de Fontenoy, in the Wash­ 
ington Post. 


Origin ot Thermal Spring;*. 


Before the French Academy of Med­ 
icine there has been laid a theory of 
the world’s hot springs, which, besides 
being novel, is considered by French 
scientific men to be probabty true. The 
accepted theory up to the present has 
been that these springs come from rain 
water that has been infiltrated to great 
depths, acquiring mineral properties by 
contact with the rock strata through 
■\vliich it has passed. 
Professor Ar- 
mand Gautier declares that* the water 
is nothing less than, the distilled es­ 
sence of the rocks themselves. 
To 
test his theory by practice, he subject­ 
ed rock to the process of destructive 
distillation, obtaining from 1000 cubic 
yards of granite the almost incredible 
yield of 23,000,000 to 2G,000,000 cubic 
yards of water. 
He thence concludes 
that the central heat of the earth, 
which is about equal to 8000 atmos­ 
pheres, literally distills the rocks com­ 
ing within its terrific power, and that 
the water rising to the surface acquires 
its bi-carbonates, its marine soda, and 
its sulphurates from the strata through 
which it scalds its way. 


Bollding Wreckers. 


Perhaps no band of men in the world 
suffered such constant injuries, if not 
death, as the corps of building wreck­ 
ers to be found in every large city. 
They visit a building which has been 
gutted by fire, the tottering walls of 
which are still standing, and which ac­ 
cordingly are a menace to pedestrians. 
It is the business of these wreckers to 
pull the walls down, and a half hour 
spent watching them at this work 
brings the quick thrill as nothing else 
in our humdrum urbaij civilization can. 
They swarm ;<ver the swaying walls 
with reckless impunity, fastening ropes 
here and there, preparing for the long 
nnd strong pull. Frequently the walls 
go in simply because of the weight of 
the men at work upon them. 
The 
bodies are dug out of the mass of iron 
and brick, and the work goes on as 
If nothing had happened.—Technical* 
World.

is that certain elements are broken up 
by these rays, and that the cuergy lib­ 
erated from these atoms forms a part 
of that appearing w hm the rays arc 
absorbed by matter. 


The automatic gas kindler and ex­ 
tinguished of Herr Raupp, of Mayence, 
is based upon the singular effect of 
light in increasing the electric conduc­ 
tivity of selenium. With the coming of 
daylight, fthe selenium 
permits the 
ready passage of an electric current, 
and this causes the shutting off of the 
gas, which the apparatus turns o n , 
again and ignites as darkness comes 
again. 
The selenium, of course, is 
shielded from the light of the burning 
gas. 


The powers of the stomach have 
been gauged hitherto by means of a 
test breakfast anil the subsequent use 
of the stomach pump, or less directly 
by chemical test of the urihc. A new 
method is being tried in Europe by 
Dr. Schwartz. He administers a large 
pill of a third or a half ounce of sub- 
nitrate of bismuth enclosed iu a coat­ 
ing of connective tissue from the sheep 
or ox, and when examination is then 
made with X-rays, this subsequent aa 
made with X-rays, this substance 
shows as a dark shadow. 
At first it 
appears as a deep black spot. As di­ 
gestion progresses, however, it dis­ 
seminates through the stomach, and in 
health gives a faint shadow of the en­ 
tire organ in about seven hours. 
In 
such disorders as deficiency of acid, 
pyloric disease and cancer, the black 
spot persists nine, eleven or even twen­ 
ty hours, while in hyperacidity the 
too rapid digestion may cause the spot 
to disappear in two to five hours. 


rA toxlne of the blood of eels and al­ 
lied species, preventing coagulation of 
poisoned blood, was discovered by M. 
Mosso as long ago as 1S89. The toxine 
has not yet been isolated, but late in­ 
vestigators have found that the eel 
serum retains its toxic power for a 
considerable time in the dark, but that 
the degree of toxicity varies with the 
individual» eel and with the season. 
Like snake venom, the toxine appears 
to be active only when entering the 
blood, being harmless when swallowed. 
An anti-toxine can be produced in the 
blood serum of susceptible animals, 
and this lenders rabbits and goats im­ 
mune against great doses, though lit­ 
tle effect is produced on guine pigs. 


Experiments made by G. F. Becker 
and A. L. Day on the linear force ex­ 
erted by growing crystals have brought 
out interesting facts. They found that 
crystals of alum are able to form in a 
saturated solution, in opposition to the 
pressure of a heavy weight, whicn 
thejr must lift. 
This linear force of 
growing crystals is of geologic impor­ 
tance, for it has been found that py- 
ritic crystals formed in slate rock are 
able to drive apart the laminae of the 
rock without any perceptible deforma­ 
tion of the crystals. 


FORESTS ON RESERVES. 


Hotr the Government is Restoring De­ 
nuded Mountain« and Waste*. 


The area now under forest in the 
West is less by millions of acres than 
the area suitable for forest growth. 
In the first place, fire has destroyed 
an enormous quantity of forest, denud­ 
ing mountain slopes so completely that 
forest renewal by natural means has 
been rendered impossible for ages. 
Again, vast areas, scores' of millions 
of acres, like the cliaparrel lauds. of 
Southern California, which once bore 
forest growth but long since lost it, 
must remain indefinitely unproductive 
wastes unless brought again, by plant­ 
ing, under forest. 
Moreover, the de­ 
mand for timber, even, the local de­ 
mand, cannot long be supplied from 
the reserves unless they are developed 
to the highest productive» capacity, 
and, for this, forest replacement and 
extension, quite as much as conserva­ 
tive Jogging, are essential. 
Finally, 
the indirect use of the reserves is not 
less impressive. The vital importance 
of water for irrigation would, in the 
case of several of them, alone, suffice 
to render forest blunting on water­ 
sheds imperative. 
In Southern Cali­ 
fornia forest extension on the mount* 
ains is strongly favored by public sen­ 
timent, at almost any expense, 
be­ 
cause it is water, not the supply of 
fertile soil, which limits agriculture, so 
that land worth $2000 an acre with 
water could hardly be given away 
without i t —-United States Agricultural 
Bulletin. 


Horse Abattoir in Germany.

In the ordinary arc light the illu- 
mination comes from a tiny crater, or 
hollow, which the electric 
current 
forms in tho positivo arc carbon of the 
lamp, which, for tliis simple reason, 
is always made the upper carbon, a» 
otherwise the greater part of the light 
rays would be projected in an upward, 
Instead of a downward direction, whore 
thoy servo a useful purpose. The 
"flaming.** or, "luminous arc" lamp, on 
tho other hand, obtains its luminous 
properties from tho arc or electric 
fiame maintained between the two car^ 
l)ons. It so happens that the color 
properties, or quality, of this Uuninmis 
arc, can be controlled by impregnating 
the carbons during their "manufacture 
with certain salts^ such as those of 
calcium, and in this way it is possible 
to produce.vi light that is rich in the 
rod rays of the incandescent lamp and 
ordinary flame, which are very pene- 
trating and more desirable for most 
purpos'es than the violet blut^ rays of 
tho ordinary enclosed arc lamp, 


Tbi« quality of light, howevnr, would 
hardly be sufficient I'O tuni the favor 
of illuminating en?rlneers 
the now 
lamp, but it possossi?s the "further ad- 
vantage of con.=;uming voiy much less 
energy for a given amount of illumina* 
tion than any othvn* form of oloctric 
&amp known. 
In fact, authorities are 
willing to concod*? that t^he actual li-ftht 
iproduction of the luminous arc is prac- 
tically five times as otticiont as the en- 
'Cilosed arc, which is displacin?: the 
open arc owing to the'bettor qiuility ot 
its rays. 
In carrying out the applica- 
^tion of the principle of impregnated 
•carbons many structural details have 
arisen to chanr^-e entirely the character 
•of the lamps. 


The hot gasos goniorated by the vola- 
tilization of the salts in the intense 
heat of the arc furnish a path of loss 
resistance to the -current than the 
heated adja-ccoit air, and accordingly 
the carbons may 'be maintained at a 
greater distance apart, resulting in a 
long arc measuring in some instances 
over two inches. 


In fusing the ingredients'Of the car- 
bons a slag is formed, which would in- 
terfere with the operations of the 
lamps were the carbons ^placed ver- 
tically one above the other. This dif- 
ficulty has been »overcome by placing 
the carbons iu a nearly horizontal po- 
sition, the controlling mechanism be- 
ing, therefore, -placed entirely above 
the luminous arc and so removed from 
obstructing any'Of-the downward light 
rays, which are the useful ones. 


The exact <!OinposItIon of the carbons 
Js kept secret ^by 'the manufacturers, 
but in these days Of Chemical analysis 
s\ich an expedient is practically use- 
less, as the ingredients can be ascer- 
tained readily. 
The advantages of 
the luminous arc lamp may be-summed 
up as increafle nyf efficiency, improve- 
ment of color íiííht, -steadinoss and ad- 
vantageous distribution. 
These -aro so 
Important in eorflblnatlon that the elec- 
trical men are predicting an enormous 
development oT the lamp within a few 
^years, perhaps inssome-modlfiod form. 


The only serioivs'disadvantage that 
'has been pointed-out is that whUe the 
illumination is much greater iu total a 
large proportion of it i« unavailable,-for 
•outdoor illumination at least, because 
«of its distribution, a -fimall percentage 
only being within an angle of twenty 
degrees, which Is -given as the maxi- 
mum range of available rays for-street) 
13-^hting,

►here, although the large electrical man­ 
ufacturers have been following its his­ 
tory closely, and are fully posted as to 
the possibilities of the priuciple. 


In the ordinary arc light the illu­ 
mination comes from a tiny crater* or 
hollow, which the 
electric 
current 
forms in the positive arc carbon of the 
lamp, which, for tills simple reason, 
is always made the upper carbon, as 
otherwise the greater part of the light 
rays would be projected in an upward, 
instead of a downward direction, where 
they serve a useful purpose. 
The 
“flaming.” or, “luminous arc” lamp, on 
the other hand, obtains its luminous 
properties from the arc or electric 
¿time maintained between the two car* 
lions. 
It so happens that the color 
properties, or quality, of this luminous 
arc, can be controlled by impregnating 
the carbons during their 'manufacture 
with certain salts, such as those of 
calcium, and in this way it Is possible 
to produce.sa light that is rich in the 
red rays of the incandescent lamp and 
ordinary flame, which are very pene­ 
trating and more desirable for most 
purposes than the violet blue rays of 
the ordinary enclosed arc lamp. 


Thi« quality of light, however, would 
hardly be sufficient to turn the favor 
of illuminating engineers *0 the new 
lamp, but it possesses the further ad­ 
vantage of consuming very much less 
energy for a given amount of illumina­ 
tion than any other form of electric 
Samp known. 
In fact, authorities are 
willing to concede that the actual light 
production of the luminous arc is prac­ 
tically five times as etticient as the en­ 
closed arc, which is displacing the 
open arc owing te th e‘better quality of 
its rays. In carrying out the applica­ 
tion of the principle of impregnated 
•carbons many structural details have 
arisen to change-entirely the character 
•of the lamps. 


The hot gases generated by the vola­ 
tilization of the salts in the intense 
heat of the arc furnish a path of less 
resistance to the • current than the 
heated adjacent air, and accordingly 
the carbons may ’be maintained at a 
greater distance apart, resulting in a 
long arc measuring in some instances 
over two inches. 


In fusing the ingredients 'Of the car­ 
bons a slag is formed, which would in­ 
terfere with the operations of the 
lamps were the carbons ^placed ver­ 
tically one above the other. This dif­ 
ficulty has been'overcome by placing 
the carbons in a nearly horizontal po­ 
sition. the controlling mechanism be­ 
ing, therefore, ‘placed entirely above 
the luminous arc and so removed from 
obstructing any *of -the downward light 
rays, which are the useful ones. 


The exact -composition of the carbons 
is kept secret *by ’the manufacturers, 
but in these days of Chemical analysis 
such an expedient is practically use­ 
less, as the ingredients can be ascer­ 
tained readily. 
The advantages of 
the luminous arc lamp may he'summed 
up as increase 'tff efficiency, improve­ 
ment of color fight, -steadiness and ad­ 
vantageous distribution. These-aro so 
Important in combination that the elec­ 
trical men are predicting an enormous 
development of the lamp within a few 
.'.years, perhaps in-some modified form. 


The only serious «disadvantage that 
‘has been pointed-out is that while the 
illumination is much greater iu total a 
large proportion of it is unavailable.-for 
•outdoor illumination at least, because 
♦of its distribution, a -small percentage 
only being within an angle of twenty 
degrees, which is -given as the maxi­ 
mum range of available rays for street) 
lighting.

Postmaster Emmert has received from 


Fourth Assistant Postmaster General De 
Graw the following notification, which 
concerns every pereon residing along or 
being eerved by the rural free delivery 
service: 


1.— On and after July 1, 1906, patrons 


of the rural delivery service will be re- 
quired to display signals on their boxes 
when they leave mail in them for carriers 
to collect, as, after that date, carriers, 
when serving their routes, will not be re- 
quired to open and examine any mail 
boxes except those to which they have 
mail to deliver and those on which sig 
nals are displayed to indicate there is 
" mail for carriers to collect. 


2. — Those patrons whose boxes are not 


provided with signals must attach thereto 
some device which, when displayed, 
plainly show passing carriers there is mail 
to be collected. It is not necessary that 
such device shall be either complicated or 
costly ; a very simple arrangement will 
answer the purpose. 


3. — Carriers ninst lower the signals on j 


fire alarm and falling underneath the 
wheels passed over his abdomen, caus- 
ing his death within a half hour.

Explosion in * Quarry« 


McSherrystown, May 25.—Jacob M. 
My6rs, Jacob Winters and George Acker­ 
man, three quarrymen employed by C. 
D Smith, of McSherrystown, were seri­ 
ously injured about 10:30 a. m. to«day by 
being blown up by an explosion. 


The men were in the act of drilling out 
a charge of rook-powder which had been 
loaded, but which failed to explode at the 
first attempt. After a lapse of three hours, 
the men started to drill out the charge 
preparatory tb ^reloading. Just then the 
explosion occurred, throwing the men 
from a saffold ten feet high, on which they 
were standing at the time. 


Mr. Myers received almost the entire 
contents of the charge, which struck his 
right leg, breaking it above the knee and 
terribly mangling the flesh. 


Mr. Winters, the foreman of the gang, 
was seriously burned on his face and body, 
while Mr. Ackerman was blown several 
feet away into the quarry, and was con­ 
siderably cut and bruised about the body, 
arms and face. 


The drill which Mr. Myers was holding 
w’as blown a distance of several hundred 
feet. 
The clothing of the three men 
caught fire, which Messrs. Winters and 
Ackerman extinguished with some diffi­ 
culty. A stretcher was procured and Mr. 
Myers was carried to his home on the Ox­ 
ford road, close by, and Drs. George L. 
and A. C. Rice and and Dr Meisenhelder, 
telephoned for, who promptly responded 
and rendered the necessary treatment. 
Mr. Myers is the most severely injured.

Tells Story of Narrow Escape« 


Gettysburg May 26,—G. W. Young, of 
Clarinda, Iowa, a jovial old veteran and 
G. A. R. man came to Gettysburg yester­ 
day morning. 
He intemds spending Me­ 
morial day, the first in thirty years. 


Mr. Young, in conversation stated that 
he is a veteran of the "21st Pennsylvania 
Cavalry. lie said he had spent Thursday 
night in York, where he learned of the 
death of Detective Wallick, who, he said, 
came near killing him in the summer of 
1864. 


On being pressed for aa explanation 
Mr, Young related the following : I was 
doing special duty as scout in 1864 and at 
the time of the burning of Chambersburg. 
My instructions were to bead off Early’s 
cayalry and report to my commanding 
officer any information ¿leaned as to the 
enemy’s movements. 


On my way to Gettsybarg I rode through 
Hanover one morning, wearing a gray lin­ 
en duster. On reaching Cone wage creek, 
at O’Bold’s mill, I was watering my horse 
when three men approached on a gallop, 
one of them firing a revolver, the bullet 
passing close to my liead. 
Wallick then 
called to me to surrender, when I soon 
explained to him satisfactorily that I was 
a Union scout and not a Confederate spy 
as supposed by -him. 


The two men accompanying Detective 
Wallick were »Hanover people one of 
whom I think-was named Kohler.

LEGENDS. 


The Story of Creation a» Handed Down l>y 


tbe Seneca** 


B. F. Beveridge, who keeps an In- 


dian hotel in Washington, said to a 
Washington Post writer: 


"The Creeks and Choctaws. origin- 


ally from the South, were fond of the 
opossum and the rabbit. Our Seneca 
legends have to do with animals we 
hunted, especially the deer, though 
ninny of them are stories of the war- 
path. The favorite Seneca legend 13 
of a child of our tribe that overcame 
giants and evil spirits. That Sioux 
told tales of marvelous battles with 
buffalo, and the Chippewas, 
from 


northern Minnesota, filled their stories 
with fur-bearing animals. 


'•There was little resemblance fa the 


ordinary tales, but in those that under- 
took to explain things in nature there 
was often much in common."'

With, the spread 
of the country house idea, for which 
the Horse Show has undoubtedly done 
so much, there has naturally come a 
much wider field in Lorse ownership 
than ever existed previously, or than 
could exist under any other surround- 
ings. Most healthy men of any na- 
tionality, and. Americans especially, 
love a horse, and, owning: one, want 
him as good as their means will permit. 
The suburban dweller desires one with 
a certain amount of action, pleasant 
to look at, kind, and we'! mannered. 
Many a man of what may be termed 
moderate means has bought a horse 
which, suited him. His friends have 
complimented him, his wife's friends 
have envied, iier, and the bali rolls 
along until some one says: "Why not 
send him to the Horse Show? He is 


! surely better than many prize winners 
j of last year." This is the case with 


every type of household pet, dogs, c-ais. 
chickens, pigeons, canaries, without 
end,, and the fine specimen, sooner or 
later, gravitates show-ward, which is 
perfectly natural. 


What does the suburban dweiler do? 


If he boldly grooms his horse, dons a 
new set of harness, enters, and heads 
for Madison Spuare, he is doomed to 
disappointment, it may almost be said, 
no matter what horse he may have. 
If this point is thought over, it will be 
remembered that certain enthusiastic 
young men, of practically unlimited 
.wealth, have, In the past, bought the 
best horses they could obtain, gone to 
the Garden, and were ignominiously 
"gated," or sent from the ring as not 
eligible for first: honors. This was no 
illegitimate discrimination: it is sim- 
ply that they were trying to run along 
a. difficult road before they had taken 
the trouble to learn to walk. The man 
heading toward the Horse Show should 
first get an expert opinion as to the 
"qualifications of his animal, thus sav- 
ing time. There are plenty of experts 
who will do this, and do it correctly. 
1 If tbe horse has scope, the expert 
jwill point out'how it may be developed, 
"what the defects are; if the action is 
clean cut but too low, how it may be 
raised; if the "mouth." is in good or- 
der, and sensitive to the bit, and what 
must be done to bring out all that is 
best; just as one develops a man on a 
football, hockey or baseball team. The 
owner, if he has the time (his groom 
or some one else, if he has not), takes 
•file horse in hand as soon as a decision 
la reached. The earlier in the spring 
ithe better, for the course is a pro- 
longed one. The horse, if for harness, 
Is carefully driven. Speed is not de- 
Bired, nor aimed at. If the horse has 
action "bred" in him he will show it to 
a certain extent. If he has not, and 
there is a sluggishness in catching it. 
there must be more time and more 
patience, or the animal must be dis- 
carded. 
Most horses have a certain 


amount of a«tion or they would not be 
considered eligible for thi show. 


The idea is not to train Mm to go 


fiigh but rather to go forward—a great 
distinction and difference. 
The high 


action kills pace, a great requisite in 
the final tests, the forward action In- 
terferes much less, combining -_:yle and 
speed. Take the Jiorse (if lie has a 
good mouth) with what is known as a 
Liverpool bit with the relas In the 
middle bar (in t-'ie lower bar, if a hard 
mouth), and drive him over rough, un- 
even ground. A plowed field after the 
harrows: have been over it. as the deep 
furrows play havoc with the springs, 
and the jolt frightens the horse. Let 
him be shod at least twice as heavily 
as for the road, and as he catches his 
feet on the uneven places, and as the 
weight of the shoes drag, so he will 
instinctively strike higher, and more 
forward, with his fore feet. The hock 
action Till look after itself, unless he 
has a lot of thoroughbred blood, then 
the hock action generally remains 
stiff.

should be done until tbe beat crinkle* 
under it, showing that beat ha* been 
generated, then follow with a handful 
of dampened meadow hay, and finish 
with a smooth, soft cloth. This is 
different from tbe perfunctory "wipe- 
off and a promise." with th^aggressive 
tap of the brush on the side of tbe 
stall, s> common in many liveries. 
The currycomb should never be used 
on high-class horses-, except to clean 
the brush. It has a tendency to break 
and open tbe coat. Grooming should 
be done at least twice a day. 
Tbe 


horse likes it. and each time It im- 
proves the tendency of tbe hair to grow 
right. Tbe front of the animal should 
receive close attention, as there i» 
where the index point lies, and there 
grooms are most likely to be slack. 
White parts should be washed witb 
soft soap once a day, and thoroughly 
rinsed to avoid the tinge of yellow. 
Take no heed of preparations to pro- 
duce skin lustre, either external or in- 
ternal. Good, old-fashioned "elbow 


rease*' properly applied externally, 


with a little flaxseeed given in the 
feed, will be all that is necessary. 


Presuming that action, manners and 


appearance are well developed by mid- 
summer, the amateur enters his horse 
at one of tbe many country shows, in 
or near his district. These are out of 
doors, on the grass, not overcrowded, j 
not too many faces close to the ring- 
side, and not too much glare of color 
or light, or the crash of a brass band 
under a roof. Consequently the tyro 
horse will be likely to do his best. If 
the owner thinks he has the ability to 
show his horse without getting stage 
fright, or precipitating that nervous- 
ness which is speedily communicated 
to the horse, destroying his chances, 
let the owner drive. If he Is not suc- 
cessful, let him obtain any of the half- 
dozen or so semi-professionals in evi-1 
dence, and let one of them take the 
liorse in the ring for another class; to 
find out what Is the reason. The aver- 


;e amateur will find it is distinctly 


one thing to drive along a road, and 
another to drive around a ring under 
close surveillance, even if It be that 
of friends. One has to serve an ap- 
prenticeship to most things, and this 
s no exception. 
The cardinal faults of the amateur 


are the imitating o* the personal tricks 
of the professional. So certain moves 
are made, the horse is "nagged;'' bit, 
whip, voice, are used to make the horse 
do his best, and the horse is simply 
onfused and bewildered by the clumsi- 
ness with which, the fine "gallery"* 
work of the clever professional is done. 
Watch a professional juggler and an 
imateur and tht point is made clear. 
With few exceptions the horse will do 
best with least ''fussing."' Take him 
up, just as on the road, and let him 
'find himself.'' If he will not do so, 
le is not the horse for an amateur to 
bother with. Women will generally do 
better with the horse of the household 
than will their 'lord and master,'' hu- 
miliating as it is to confess the fact. 


A great mistake is to enter a ring 


and at once attempt to make the horse 
show his best The judge Is looking 
'or the more likely ones to be retained 
on conformation, trim, make-up and 
general appearance. Any action, speed 
or manner display is simply wasted, 
and the horse bothered unnecessarily. 
All with a chance at the finish, will be 
given a second looking over. So go 
close around the outside of the ring, 
making the turns as 'wide as possible 
and getting all the straight there is, 
Take no notice of any other competi- 
or, what he is or is not doing, simply 
go along in the procession, showing 
action until they begin to draft those 
•above the salt." "when one turn with 
speed is a good move. When called 
:o station, purposely go a trifle beyond 
he line, and back yours into line, to 
;aow perfect manners before called 
upon. Keep him well in hand, straight 
on his feet, and always swing him into 
movement before asking him to back 
or make any change. 


By this time the fate of your exhibit 


will be sealed. Whether successful or 
not. both horse and man will have 
earned a great deal, and the man will 
•ealize it fully. It will be the same at 
each of tbe first dozen suburban shows. 
Distinct progress will be made and 
loted, and, when the move is madq 
o the great Garden, the average man 
will feel that horse show life has be- 
ctin all over again for him. He will 
lien realize, as he never could other- 
wise, that but for the curriculum of tha 
mailer shows, neither he nor the horse 
would have had a ghost of a chance, 


the smaller shows horse and man

Now while tbe pure 
white surfaces and simple lines of tbe 
White House, set in the midst of green 
lawns and beautiiul trees, produce 
a very satisfying effect of dignified 
simplicity, white paint from a practical 
point of view, is about the most un- 
satisfactory kind of paint that could 
have been selected by tbe original de- 
signers. 
First, bec-ause any white 


paint Is easily discolored by smoke and 
dust, and, second, because ordinary 
white paint itself gradually turns gray 
or brownish yellow from .exposure. 


But white the White House is. and 


white it must remain or it would no 
longer be the "White House." So the 
renovators, making ihe best of a dis- 
couraging situation, sought for the belt 
kind of white paint procurable. The 
average citizen if asked to guess what, 
kind of paint they finally decided on 
would probably answer—'white lead 
and oil," bur be would guess wrongly.

In 
fact, a different brand was ^sed in 
painting the Capitol.

The horse, if for harness, 
is carefully driven. 
Speed is not de^ 
•ired, nor aimed at.

there is a sluggishness in catching it,

Most horses have a certain 
amount of action or they would not be 
considered eligible for ith^ show.

tbe Senecas. 


B. F. Beveridge, who keeps an In­ 
dian hotel in Washington, said to a 
Washington Post writer:

Presuming that action, manners and 
appearance are well developed by mid­ 
summer, the amateur enters his horso 
at one of the many country shows, in 
or near his district. These are out of 
doors, on the grass,-not overcrowded, 
not too many faces close to tbe ring­ 
side, and not too much glare of color 
or light, or the crash of a brass band 
under a roof. 
Consequently the tyro 
horse will be likely to do his best. If 
the owner thinks he has the ability to 
show his horse without getting stage 
fright, or precipitating that nervous­ 
ness which is speedily communicated 
to the horse, destroying his chances, 
let the owner drive. If he is not suc­ 
cessful, let him obtain any of the half- 
dozen or so semi-professionals in evi­ 
dence, and let one of them take the 
horse in the ring for another class, to 
find out wiiat is the reason. The aver­ 
age amateur will find it is distinctly 
one thing to drive along a road, and 
another to drive around a ring under 
close surveillance, even if it be that 
of friends. 
One has to serve an ap­ 
prenticeship to most things, and this 
is no exception. 


The cardinal faults of the amateur 
are the imitating of the personal tricks 
of the professional. So certain moves 
I are made, the horse is “nagged;“ bit, 
! whip, voice, are used to make the horse 
do his best, and the horse is simply 
confused and bewildered by the clumsi­ 
ness with wiiich the fine "gallery” 
work of the clever professional is done. 
Watch a professional juggler and an 
amateur and the point is made clear. 
With few exceptions the horse will do 
best with least “fussing.” 
Take him 
up, just as on the road, and let him 
“find himself.” If he will not do so, 
he is not the horse for an amateur to 
bother with. Women will generally do 
better with the horse of the household 
than will their “lord and master,“ hu­ 
miliating as it is to confess the fact. 


A great mistake is to enter a ring 
and at once attempt to make the horse 
show his best. 
The judge is looking 
for the more likely ones to be retained 
on conformation, trim, make-up and 
general appearance. Any action, speed 
or manner display is simply wasted, 
and the horse bothered unnecessarily. 
All with a chance at the finish will be 
given a second looking over. 
So go 
close around the outside of the ring, 
making the turns as *wide as possible 
and getting all the straight there is, 
Take no notice of any other competi­ 
tor, what he is or is not doing, 6imply 
go along in the procession, showing 
action until they begin to draft those 
“above the salt,” when one turn with 
speed is a good move.

to station, purposely go a trifle beyond 


The White Paint or the White I t oqm, 
The White House at Washington, 
which has been the “King’s Palace” 
of the American People since it wat 
first occupied by President Madison in 
1800, has recently undergone a thor­ 
ough course of remodelling, renovation 
and repair. Every American citizen is 
owner of an 
undivided eighty or 
eighty-five millionth part of the Whit# 
House, as well as of the other Public 
Buildings and Monuments in the Cap­ 
itol City* An item in the renovation 
of the remodeled White House waa 
repainting. Every visitor in Washing­ 
ton knows why the White House ia so 
called—because U is literally a “white 
house.” The exterior paint must there­ 
fore be white. 
Now wiiile the pure 
white surfaces and simple lines of the 
White House, set in the midst of green 
lawns aud beautilul trees, 
produce 
a very satisfying effect of dignified 
simplicity, white paint from a practical 
point of view’, is about the most un­ 
satisfactory kind of paint that could 
have been selected by the original de- 
ligners. 
First, 
because an^ white 
paint is easily discolored by smoke and 
dust, and, second, because ordinary 
white paint itself gradually turns gray 
or brownish yellow from .exposure. 


But white the White House is, and 
white it must remain or it would no 
longer be the “W’hite House.” So the 
renovators, making the best of a dis­ 
couraging situation, sought for the best 
kind of white paint procurable. The 
average citizen if asked to guess what, 
kind of paint they finally decided on 
would probably answer—‘white lead 
nnd oil,” but he wrou!d guess wrongly. 
The paint selected as the best obtain­ 
able, was . ready-mixed pa.lit, such as 
can be bought in any well-furnished 
village store, such as is used by more 
than half of the eighty or eighty-five 
million ovners of the WThite House on 
their own homes. That one'brand of 
mixed paint was v.sed instead of an­ 
other is a mere accidcntal detail— 
there are fifty or a hunored brands on 
the market mat might have oeen se­ 
lected in other circumstances, and, in 
fact, a different brand was .*sed in 
painting the Capitol.

If kept 
up M'ithout interruption for ten houra 
this would mean 1200 lineal feet of 
seven ^oot trench per day, but allow- 
ing for adjustments 
and 
incidental 
stoppages an average of 900 feet per 
day was rctnally accomplished. 


The machine cousisua essenlially of a 
large wheel, to the circumference of 
which a series of digging buckets are 
rigidly attached. 
The wheel is sup- 
ported by I-beams projecting from tho 
rear of tljo trucks carrying the gearing 
engine and boiler supplying tho power. 
The machine 
is self propelled and 
moves steadily forward, discharging a 
stream of nue dirt upon a traveling 
belt conveyor.

The flageolet is of peculiar interest 
to Americans, says the American In- 
* rentor* as from time immemorial it I is 
been the medium through which the 
Indian youths courted their sweet­ 
hearts at a distance, when they were so 
unfortunate as to be unable to gain a 
personal audience. 


The love, or courting, fiuto of the 
Apache is made of a round stick of 
ccdar about twenty-four inches long, 
split lengthwise and hollowed to form 
an air chamber. 
A hole is made on 
each side of this diaphragm, and a 
«hallow air passage cut from one hole 
to the other. 


Above it a cap of wood is placed 
for the purpose of covering the upper 
hole anù the air channel. 
The lip is 
made of a thin sheet of lead, and the 
whole bound together with a slender 
thong. 
In the tube part, or body of 
the instrument, are placed six finger 
holes, I* condition that points unmis­ 
takably t: the influence of contact with 
the white man. 


The flageolet, as ord’narily under­ 
stood, may be described as a whistle- 
headed flute. 
In the seventeenth cen­ 
tury English ladies often played on it. 
Sometimes two or three flageolet tubes 
were constructed, with one head, for 
the purpose of introducing notes in 
harmony. 


An old English diary of 1*567 con­ 
tains this quaint refereno to the dou­ 
ble flageolet: “To Dumbleby’s, the pipe-

MECHANICAL TRENCH DIGGING. 


T ractio n D itc h in g M achine W ell T h o u g h t 
of b y C ontractor«, 


Mechanical 
trench excavators are 
beginning to be recognized by the gen­ 
eral contractor as having passed the 
experimental stage, and reliable engi­ 
neers are now willing to adm it for 
their limited class of work th at they 
can dig as cheaply as any other me­ 
chanical 3ystem of excavating, not ex­ 
cluding hydraulic dredges or steam 
shovels. 


The Engineering Record contains an 
account of the operations of a traction 
ditching machine working on a sewer 
trench in stiff clay. 
The outfit costs 
$4000 to install, and notwithstanding 
the pajfment of very high wages to the 
operators, 
the 
excation 
was being 
done for 3% cents per cubic yard, in­ 
cluding all expenses except deprecia­ 
tion and interest. 
In digging a trench 
twenty-six inches wide by seven feet 
deep, in tough clay, the traction engine 
was geared to travel forward at a 
speed of two feet per minute. If kept 
up without interruption for ten houra 
this would mean 1200 lineal feet of 
seven *oot trench per day, but allow­ 
ing for adjustments 
and incidental 
stoppages an average of 900 feet per 
day w as actually accomplished. 


The machine c o n sist essentially of a 
large wheel, to the circumference of 
which a series of digging buckets are 
rigidly attached. 
The wheel is sup­ 
ported by I-beams projecting from the 
rear of the trucks carrying the gearing 
engine and boiler supplying the power. 
The machine 
is 
self propelled and 
moves steadily forward, discharging a 
stream of nne dirt upon a traveling 
belt conveyor. 


The largest machines of tho wheel 
type are capable of digging u trench 
fifty-four inches wide and twelve feet 
deep. If a deeper trench is desired for 
any reason another type excavating 
machine may be pbtained which is 
capable of digging thirty feet deep 
and up to one yard in width. 


In this type machine the wheel car­ 
rier is replaced by a vertical carrier 
for the support of the endless chain 
with buckets whicU discharge the ex­ 
cavated material into a hopper from 
which it is carried by a screw conveyor 
to one side of the machine.

HOW TO RECOGNIZE A TREE. 
There i& perhaps no tree more read­ 
ily identified by its bark, says the 
Country Calendar, than our shcllbark, 
or shagbark hickory. 
Its ash-gray 
bark is separated from the trunk in 
narrow strips. 
These are sometimes 
free at both ends, curving away from 
the trunk, and attached only at the 
middle of the strip, or sometimes they 
are loos*» at one end, and cling by the 
other. 
The result is an exceedingly 
rough and shaggy trunk, which is eas­ 
ily recognizable and never mistaken 
for another. 
Beside #its 
distinctive 
shagginess, the bark is marked with 
erinking lines. 


Tall and straight the trunk of the* 
shad-bush may easily be identified by 
its covering of slaty gray, marked 
with dark veining lines. 


Another rough-barked tree is the 
haekberry, sugarberry or nettle tree, 
the conspicuous warty 
knobs and 
ridges of which, crusting its bright 
gray 
bark, 
make It readily distin­ 
guished. 


The bark of the sassafras tree is* 
broken, at rather regular distances, 
into small plates, about r*ve or six 
inches long. The lines made by these 
ruptures are very noticeable, so much 
so that the bark formation suggests 
the piled-up blocks of a kindling wood 
such as grocers sell. 
All along thfr 
trunk of the tree one may set} the 
cross lines of these block like plates. 


The beautiful vein like marking oil 
the bark of our common hornbeam is 
a feature distinct enough to make 
identifications of the tree a very sim­ 
ple matter. 
No one can mistake its 
smooth, smoky or slaty gray, swelling 
In ridges which suggest the muscles of 
the arm. But the striking chaiacteris- 
tic of the hornbeam's bark is the over­ 
cast of silvery lines which fork and 
shoot in delicate veins over its surface, 
giving a very beautiful effect. 


On some trees the lenticels (little 
breathing holes in the bark, which ad­ 
mit the air to thfc inner tissues of the 
tree) are so conspicuous and charac­ 
teristic that thej* become easily means 
of identification. This is especially the 
case 
with birches; 
noticeably, the 
cherry birch and the yellow birch. ’

formed in vain because they are beau­ 
tiful.

AIR FOR TREE AND PLANT ROOTS 


If the soil around plants and trees I» 
packed they will languish from suffo­ 
cation much as man would do under 
similar conditions, which fact explains 
why ground which has become solidi­ 
fied. from any cause rarely produce« 
thrifty plants. One of the troubles oI 
the amateur horticulturist is his neg­ 
lect to provide for the proper areation 
of the soil; that is, to render it soft 
and porous so the air can penetrate tc 
the roots of tiie plants. Plant and tree 
roots must have a proper supply of air 
to be. thrifty to enable them to absorb 
the plant food In the soil. In Germany 
the 
professional 
goes to great ex« 
tremes to insure the proper ventiiatior 
of 
the 
root system, particularly in 
transplanting trees. During some ex* 
tensive transplanting near Berlin re­ 
cently the aeration of the soil was se­ 
cured by digging holes about five feel 
deep and a little wider and filling them 
with alternate layers of brushwood and 
soil, All the trees thus treated mad< 
remarkable growth, although many ol 
them when set out seemed to be stunt­ 
ed and unthrifty. This method of set 
ting out trees of all kinds, especially 
• fruit trees, promises much for section« 
where unsatisfactory results haye beet 
obtained,—The Exiitomist*

T H E SHAMPOO 


F allacies a n d T ru th » A b o u t th e Care of 


th e H a ir . 


So many persona, especially under 
the pressure of modern city life, suffer 
from thin and falling hair that the in­ 
terest in the subject is well-nigh uni­ 
versal. This being so, it is natural that 
a long list of fallacies as to the care 
and preservation of the hair have 
grown up, and hundreds of dollars are 
spent on washes and tonics, most of 
which may be dismissed as useless, 
even if not 
harmful. 
Every little 
hair dresser has his “tonic” or “hair 
medicament,” 
which he guarantees 
as a sure thing; but it is very certain 
that when a “sure thing” .to promote 
hair growth is discovered its flow will 
be as the flow of Niagara. 


Again, 
many 
persons, 
otherwise 
scrupulously well groomed, entertain 
nonsensical theories as to the harm- 
fulness of the shampoo. 
They main* 
tain that it makes the scalp too dry, 
or that it makes the hair “poor,” or 
that dandruif follows the use of soap 
and water. It is a great pity that this 
notion should be lodged in any mind, 
for nothing is more certain than that 
the scrupulously clean scalp is the 
healthy one. 


To the question, how often should 
shampooing be done? it may be an­ 
swered that it entirely depends on tho 
person and the occupation. 
Persons 
who have to travel to aud fro. on the 
cars daily, or who are engaged in dusty 
work, should shampoo much of tenor 
<than those who are not so exposed; but 
it is a safe rule to say that if dandruff 
Is noticed or falling of the hair, then 
the head should be washed. 
Once a 
fortnight in ordinary cases is probably 
enough for decency, but once a week 
never hurt any one, if the shampoo is 
properly given. 


Any good simple soap will serve for 
this purpose, although the tincture of 
green soap, which is simply a liquid 
or soft soap with a little alcohol added, 
is very convenient to use, as it pro­ 
duces a fine lather quickly and easily, 
and the alcohol helps in the cleansing 
process. 


If the scalp seems to be unduly dry 
after the wash it is well to use a very 
little oil, rubbed well into the skin 
round the roots, and not on the hair. 
Vaseline will do, and so will olive oil— 
the idea being not that the oil is a 
medicine but a lubricant. 


All scalps are better for an occasional 
massage, and people with thin hair 
need the increased circulation which 
results 
from the massage.—Youth’s 
Companion.
